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DENVER AGENT TO 
HELP POULTRYMEN 


The following letter from M. B. 
Oates, agricultural agent of the Den­ 
ver railway, has been received at 
the chamber of commerce office. It 
hints at a bad condition existing in 
this trade territory with the relation 
to the kind of eggs that have been 
shipped away from here. 
It Is 
certainly a challenge to the com­ 
munity to do better, coming from 
a man acquainted with all phases of 
egg production and the egg market 
in every town in Texas on the Den- 
vei line. 
In consideration of the fact that 
the business industry and the welfare 
of many farmers now hinges largely 
on success in poultry keeping, it is 
necessary that everybody look sharp­ 
ly to the conditions that are making 
against success and to seek a remedy 
as soon as possible. 
The letter follows: 
.If you will recall, I found when 
at Decatur last time that the trou­ 
ble with the egg market in Decatur 
and Fort Worth for Decatur eggs 
was very poor, because Decatur and 
Wise county people have put a lot 
of poor eggs on the market. 
I 
believe 
the 
situation 
is 
serious 
enough at Decatur to warrant you 
and Love and Miss Chambers in 
making a special effort to improve 
the quality. One way that this may 
bo done is by tho method now being 
used in Hall county, which ii ai 
follows: 
The Hall County Poultry Associa­ 
tion secures egg stamps which tbty 
surply to each member of th** Hall 
County Poultry Association, taking 
a re Ord of the number on the stamp 
and the name erd address of th3 
party getting thii rtamp, and has t v 
p^ity sign an ag’«'iuent to prjmc*' 
Infertile eggs and stamp them. 
The 
party agrees further to guarantee the 
eggs to the buyer, and the poultry 
association in turn agrees to make 
good to any local buyer any bad eggs 
that the producer fails to make good. 
The poultry association has had 
window cards printed about twelve 
or fifteen inches in size, which are 
intended to solicit the production of 
infertile eggs, and has sent out cars 
to all the grocery stores and produce 
houses to post these window cards. 
The association further proposes to 
supply ail of the grocers aud produce 
men w'ith a complete list of all those 
having egg stamps. 
I believe they 
also propose- to take up the stamps 
when the producer does not deliver 
good eggs and notify an grocers and 
produce men that such party has not 
met his contract. 
The association is talking some of 
Canvassing the town consum ers ot 
Memphis, advising them to call tor 
infertile eggs. 
All of the grocers and produce 
men in Memphis have agreed to pay 
a premium for iniertile eggs, and 
■early all of the others in other of 
^ the town.- in the county. 
If 
you 
think 
it 
advisable 
and 
think you eau, get together a reason­ 
ably good crowd of people, I would 
like to attend such a meeting and 
go over this matter thorolv. I could 
be in Decatur any time from June 
25th to 
2 S t Ii, inclusive.

to members of the dairy association 
or Farmers Union, or any other or­ 
ganized group of farmers, and such 
others as may be iinterested.

Remember, 
all 
fertile 
eggs are doubtful. The only summer 
egg that is dependable is the infer­ 
tile egg.— M. B. Oates.

INFERTILE EGG IS 
BEST FOR FARMER 


One of our local produce buyers 
relates this trite circumstance as an 
instance of what in his experience 
is happening every day: 
In a single 
neighborhood 
from 
two 
different 
farm women he bought some eggs. 
From one he bought thirty dozen 
at twenty cents per dozen, paying 
her in the sum of six dollars; from 
the 
other 
he 
bought 
forty-three 
dozen, and paid her in the sum of 
eight dollars and sixty cents. 
The 
entire lot was brought to Decatur 
in separate receptacles and put thru 
the candling process, with the result 
that the thirty 
dozen 
lot 
proved 
entirely good 
and 
the forty-thr*e 
dozen lot nearby entirely bad. 
The 
last unfortunate woman will prob­ 
ably have to m ake good on the sal*'; 
furthermore, it is not the intention 
of the buyer to call at her place 
again to buy and take up her eggs.

lot of good eggs has separated the 
roosters from the flock, she gathers 
the eggs regularly and often out ot 
the heat and stores them in a cool 
place until they are called for. 
At 
the time of the last visit of the 
buyer to her home, she was reclining 
in the shade, a business woman that 
ran her poultry flock in a business 
way that made her money. 
Tile 
other woman was in the field in the 
heat; 
the chickens laying eggs in 
every manner of place in the heat, 
and the roosters and the hens were 
disporting together. 
As a result, the 
eggs were ruining almost as fast as 
they were laid. 
This story is one w ith a moral 
which should stand out. It illustrates 
a condition th a t is too common. 
Taken altogether, a big loss is sus­ 
tained to the country and fu rth e r­ 
more Decatur community is getting a 
bad name for sending unfit eggs to 
market.

five cents in the summer time, they 
will use eggs constantly.

breakfast every morning thru

Many will be able to get them 
this summer for the first time. The 
secret is the great increase in the 
production of the infertile egg. 
An infertile egg does not have in 
it the germ of a chick, therefore, 
does not start incubating.

lias started developing.

occurs only in the fertile egg.
